Italian Planes 
Flying To “Rio” 


Three Bombing Ships Complete 
2,100 Mile Leg Of Hop At 
240 Miles An Hour 


DAKAR, Senegal, (iP) — Three Ital- 
ian bombing planes, including one pi- 
loted by Bruno Mussolini, landed here 
at 5:10 p. m. today, averaging nearly 
240 miles an hour on their flight from 
Rome to Rio De Janeiro. 


ROME, (P—Bruno Mussolini, 20-year 
old son of Premier Benito Mussolini, 
took off with two companions in three 
heavily-loaded. bombing planes today 
for South America. 


The three planes, Savoia 79 model 
bombers, left Guidonia airport on the 
outskirts of Rome at 7:25 a.m. The 
planes are identical with Italian-made 
planes which bombed Barcelona and 
other Spanish coastal citles last fall 
in behalf of the Spanish nationalists. 

Purpose of the flight, aside from 
testing the ability of the planes, is to 
enable Italian aviators to study the 
course across the South Atlantic with 


| the intention of establishing a regu- 


lar line between Italy and South Am- 
erica. 


The flight will be made in three laps 
covering approximately 6,000 miles. 
The first lap, from Rome to Dakar, 
West Africa, is the most difficult. The 
distance is about 2,700 miles of which 
2,000 is over the Sahara Desert. The 
second lap is from Dakar to Natal, 
Brazil, and the third from Natal to Rio 
De Janeiro.
